compelled to put their work in other 
hands.

Planning of a professional n atu re has 
been a striking featu re of all the o u t­ 
rages. 
In num erous instances clocks 
operating the explosives were set to 
cau se explosions in different parts* of 
tile country at exactly the sam e m in ­ 
ute. 
Homes have been endangered, al­ 
though in most cases the bom bs failed 
either to explode or w ere found in 
tim e to prevent disaster.

THE AEROPLANE AS AN 
INSTRUMENT OF WAR 


It Has Proved Its Case Down 


At San Antone. 


San Antonio, Tex., May 4.— The big 
W right biplane, now the property of j 
♦ he United States signal corps, lifted j 
itself out of the slop of the parade 
ground at the division camp, whizzed 
to the east, stable d through a low­ 
lying bank of clouds and vanished. 
Frank T. Coffyn. the Wright aviator 
instructor, sat at the controlling lev­ 
ers with a watch on his wrist, a com­ 
pass strapped about one4 leg and a 
decorative pistol in its holster, hang­ 
ing to a convenient upright. 
Lieuten­ 
ant Benjamin B. Foulois of the aero­ 
plane division of the signal corps, sal 
beside him, an open map spread across 
his knees aud a dispatch pad handy 
in a leather pocket. 
In just forty-seven minutes Coffyn 
brought his machine down within IOO 
feet of General Carter's tent, and Lieu­ 
tenant Foulois went in to report. 
His 
message, written from the seat of the 
aeroplane, conveyed to the command­ 
ing general of the division the start­ 
ling intelligence that 
the aeroplane 
had located an entire division of the 
“ enemy*” hone, foot and artillery, en­ 
camped 
twenty miles to the north. 
He had plotted on the map from an 
altitude of 400 feet the exact disposi­ 
tion of the enemy's forces. 
Within ten minutes of the time that 
the big flyer skidded over the sod be­ 
fore General Carter s tent, word had 
been sent to each of the brigadier gen­ 
erals in the division that they were 
to assemble at General Carter’s tent 
to receive orders.

maneuver of the mobilized 
army at Fort Sam Houston reserva­ 
tion was on.
